Congress was held in the largest 
and most beautiful hotel in Chicago, 
the Conrad-Hilton. 

During the week I participated in 
get-acquainted sessions, tours, 
entertainment and banquets. This 
was the 62nd year Congress had 
been held. 

One of the most interesting 
experiences I had was meeting

Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. I 
discovered that we are all basically 
alike except they have an accent, and 
of course we Southerners don’t.

We took several tours including 
the Museum of Science and 
Industry. A group of us visited the 
Chicago Board of Trade and learned 
how commodities are sold. 

One of the things I'll never forget 
is the night our Alabama delegation 
ate dinner at a Greek restaurant. 
Although one of the restaurant's 
specialties was octopus, it was not on 
our menu, much to my relief.

TIMBER PRICES 

Southern pine sawtimber in our 
area in December sold for an average 
of $188 per 1000 board feet. This is 
on the Scribner Scale. The reported 
high was $215 per 1000 and the low 
was $160. 

Mixed hardwood sawtimber sold 
for a high of $80 per 1000 board feet 
with an average of $68 and a low of 
$55. Overall average price for pine 
pulpwood was $20 per cord. Highest 
price reported was $25 and the low 
was $16. 

For soft hardwood pulpwood the 
average was $7 a cord, and the 
highest price was $8, lowest 56. 

Prices received by an individual 
grower in Coffee County will vary. 
Factors such as grade and the size of 
timber, logging conditions, length of 
hauling, volume per acre, total 
yolume and competition and demand 
influence the prices received.

HORTICULTURE

ASPARAGUS 

Asparagus is a crop that is not 
grown too much in our area. It can be 
grown with a little special care. 

Your soil should be well-limed 
with a pH of 6.0 to 6.7. It requires 
a high level of fertility. Apply about 
10 pounds of 8-8-8 per 100 feet of row 
with half of this being applied at 
planting and the other half in June. 

You can get asparagus crowns at 
garden centers or from your 
reputable seed catalogs. The crowns 
should be planted by March | and 
spaced 18 to 20 inches apart. It is 
generally recommended that no 
harvest be made until the trans- 
planted crowns have one season’s 
growth. Then follow a schedule of 
harvesting. Beginning the second 
season, cut spears for two weeks. 
The third season cut spears for four 
weeks, and beginning the fourth 
season and each year thereafter 
harvest eight weeks. 

A planting should produce for 12 
to 15 years. A full harvest season 
usually begins in late March and 
ends in May or early June. 


IRISH POTATOES 

Now is the time to get your Irish 
potatotes in the ground, | realize 
that we are going to have to wait 
until our garden places dry out a 
little, but as soon as you can get in 
the garden, I would be planting my 
Irish potatoes. 

Irish potatoes require a lot of 
fertilizer. The general recommenda- 
tion is 120 pounds nitrogen and 200 
pounds of phosphorus and potash 
each. This would be equivalent to 
600 pounds of 8-24-24 per acre at 
planting and sidedress with 500 
pounds of 13-13-13 per acre at first 
cultivation. For home gardens, you 
would need to apply about one gallon 
of fertilizer per 100 feet of row. Be 
sure not to put this fertilizer right 
next to your seed potatotes or it will 
cause them to rot. Place the 
fertilizer to the right of the potatoes. 


PECANS 

Go ahead and buy your pecan 
fertilizer so that you will have it 
ready to apply the first week or so in 
February. 

If you have bearir pecan 
trees, you will probably need to buy 
a fertilizer with zinc in it. Apply 
three pounds of fertilizer per year of 
age per tree up to 50 pounds pet 
tree. For example, a 10-year-old tree 
would need 30 pounds.

On Remodeling Of School 


Bids To Be Opened Feb.14 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday evening in a meeting post- 
poned from the previous Thursday. 
All. members were present, but 
business was light. 

The meeting opened with the 
approving of the minutes of the 
previous meeting and approving 
payment of monthly bills and 
salaries. 

Superintendent John Osburn told 
board members that bids on the 
half-million dollar remodeling 
project at the high school would be 
opened next Tuesday in the offices of 
the architect in Dothan. He urged all 
board members who could to attend 
this official bid opening. After the 
bids have been opened and read 


aloud, they will be studied by school 
officials, and a special meeting will 
be held Thursday, February 16, to 
accept a low bidder for the 
renovation 

Osburn said there were at least 
eight bidders who had received plans 
and were expected to bid. He noted 
this should give the school system a 
very competitive situation and a 
good, qualified contractor. 

The option of remodeling the 
auditorium will be determined by the 
cost of the project. It is expected by 
many observers that the cost of the 
project will postpone the auditorium 
work until another time, but school 
officials are prepared to make a 
decision on type chairs, etc., after 


Dickinson To Sponsor Conference 


Congressman Bill Dickinson of 
Alabama announced recently that he 
will sponsor a Federal Procurement 
Conference at Troy State University 
in Troy, Alabama on Wednesday, 
February 15, 1984. 

Co-sponsoring the conference 
with Congressman Dickinson are 
The Pike County Chamber of 
Commerce,, Southeast Alabama 
Economic Development Agency, 
Alabama Development Office, Small 
Business Development Center at 
Troy State University, U.S. 
Department of Commerce and U.S. 
Department of Defense. 

The purpose of the conference is 
to make economic benefits of federal 
contracts more available to smail 
business in Alabama and to help the 
federal government locate new and 
edid*fional sources of supply. Special 
Seminars on ‘‘How to Prepare Bids”’ 
and ‘‘Export Opportunities’ will be 
conducted by officials from the 
Department of Commerce and the 
Department of Defense. The guest 
speaker for the luncheon will be Dr. 
Wayne Curtis, dean of Troy State 


University’s Sorrell School of 
Business and Commerce. 

‘This one-day conference will be 
held in the Adams University 
Center, Troy State University, Troy, 
Alabama from 8:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
I believe it will be especially helpful 
to small and large business concerns 
interested in a variety of contract 
opportunities with the federal 
government and its prime 
contractors,’’ Dickinson said. 

Participants include 19 federal 
agencies and 11 invited civilian 
prime contractors. They represent 
possible business opportunities in a 
wide variety of areas from parts 
manufacture and construction to 
housekeeping supplies and service. 
A few of the federal agencies whose 
representatives will attend are the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Defense 
Logistics Agency, Department of 
Transportation, Department of 
Agriculture, Small Business 
Administration, General Services 
Administration and National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion, 
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looking at several samples brought 
to the meeting for this purpose. 
Adding 600 new seats will cost an 
estimated $36,000, plus any work 
done on refinishing the floors 

Osburn briefly addressed the 
“Plans for Excellence’’ as 
announced by State Superintendent 
Wayne Teague. He agreed with 
board members that there were 
some hard-to-understand areas in 
the plan, but promised to get an 
answer for any of them if desired. He 
said he would be addressing the Elba 
PTO in April on this subject. 

Board members also heard a 
report on an in-house committee 
studying grading, promotions and 
retention standards. There are five 
school employees (one principal and 
four teachers) on the committee and 
they will make recommendations to 
the board at a later date. 

The cost of removing the small 
amount of asbestos from the school 
water heaters and boilers will cost 
more than anticipated. A job of 
removing 447 square feet of the 
matter will cost over $20,000, board 
members were told. Regulations 
require that a certified engineer be 
hired to map plans for removal, 
advertise for bids and oversee the 
removal.

Tornado Drill Set For State OnFeb.16 


As part of Severe Weather 
Preparedness Week in Alabama, the 
National Weather Service and 
Alabama Civil Defense will conduct a 
statewide tornado drill on Thursday, 
February 16. In the event of bad 
weather on that day, the drill will be 
rescheduled for the following day or 
cancelled as conditions at the time 
may dictate. The drill will be 
conducted in cooperation with the 
Alabama Department of Education, 
amateur radio, the news media, and 
state and local officials. 

Plans for the day include: 

1. Sometime during the day, a 
practice ‘‘tornado watch’’ will be, 
issued by the National Weather 
Service office in Birmingham and 
will be relayed over all normal 
communications channels. It will be 
different from an actual watch in that 
(a) in this drill the ‘‘watch’’ will be in 
effect for the entire state, and (b) it 
will be emphasized as a drill only. 

2. Sometime during the watch 
period, a ‘‘tornado warning”’ (clearly 
labeled as a drill) will be issued by 
the National Weather Service 
Forecast office in Birmingham for 
the entire state. (For an actual 
warning, each local National 
Weather Service office would issue 
the tornado warning for specific 
counties within each office’s area of 
responsibility). All warning systems 
will be asked to activate. The 
National Weather Service will 
activate the NOAA Weather Radio 
alarms. Sirens will be sounded in 
those areas where approved by Civil 
Defense/Emergency Mangement. 
Cooperating radio and TV stations 
will interrupt local programming to 
broadcast the warning. The 
‘twarning’’ will be in effect for 20 
minutes from its issuance time. 

Primary purpose of the drill will 
be to give everyone a chance to 
discover if they (1) can hear a 
warning in time, and (2) know what 
to do when a warning is issued or a 
tornado is sighted. It will also 
provide a test for the various 
warning systems. 

To add as much realism as 
possible, the exact time of the 
warning will not be released in 
advance, While the drill may come 
at an inconvenient time for some 
groups, everyone is still urged to 
participate. Obviously, it cannot be 
known in advance when the real 
thing will hit, and the drill needs to 
be treated the same way for any 
reasonable test of preparedness. 

To participate in the drill, first 
note the time you first heard the 


‘‘warning’’, and second, take the 
same action you would if a real 
warning were issued. This should 
only require a few minutes, but if 
actual safety actions cannot be 
taken, you are requested to think 
about what you would do if the 
warning were real. In other words, 
do you have a preparedness plan that 
will work? 

For evaluation, participants are 
requested to respond on their ability 
to hear the ‘‘warning’’ quickly, and 
whether or not safety actions could 
be taken. Any questions or 
comments on the drill may be 
directed to your local Emergency 
Management Agency/Civil Defense 
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or to the nearest National Weather 
Service office.

SOFTER CLOTHES STYLES

SWEETER THAN SUGAR 


Honey is a versatile sweetener 
with many uses. It can be used as a 
spread for toast or other breads or as 
a sweetener in desserts and 
beverages. Honey is nearly twice as 
sweet as sugar on a cup for cup 
basis. In a recipe do not make an 
equal substitute, but use half honey 
and half sugar. Reduce the total 
liquid in a recipe by one-fourth cup 
for every cup of sugar replaced by 
honey. 

Store honey at room 
temperature, since refrigeration 
speeds up crystallization. To 
reliquefy crystallized honey, place it 
in a pan of warm water until it is 
clear. 


WHAT'S IN OUR FOOD 


Last week I attended a very 
informative meeting on the subject 
‘What's in Our Food.’’ I will 
attempt to share with you through 
the column each week some of the 
things I learned. 

Many foods are labeled with this 
claim, ‘‘No chemical preservatives 
added’’ and other such as ‘'no 
preservatives added- a natural food’’ 
and ‘‘contains no _ artificial 
preservatives.’’ Buying foods with or 
without preservatives is a person's 
choice. Just make sure you know 
what you're getting. Read your 
label. : 

Something to consider: There is 
no definition or standard for using 
the word ‘‘natural’’ on product 
labels. And a chemical may exist in 
nature and also be produced in a 
laboratory for use in food. Either 
way, your body can’t tell the 
difference because it’s the same 
chemical compound.

HOUSEPLANT PESTS 


If you are looking for a good 
insect spray for houseplants, ‘There 
ain't one.’ Houseplants are very 

‘sensitive to many of our insecticides. 
If you find a spray that says it is for 
houseplants, be sure to read the fine 
print to see if it is cleared for the 
particular plants you are going to use 
it on. 

Light infestations of aphids, 
mealybugs, thrips, spidermites and 
some scale insects may be controlled 
by washing your plant with mild, 
soapy water (2 tablespoons of mild 
detergent to a gallon of water). If 
your plant is small, you could just dip 
the plant in this soapy water by 
turning it upside down and emerging 
all except the roots. On larger plants 
use a solf brush to wash your plant. 


WHITE PEACH SCALE 


White peach scale is the number 
one insect pest of peach trees in 
Coffee County. White peach scale 
can be identified by the white scale 
insects on the lower portion of your 
larger branches. High populations of 
these scale insects can kill the tree. 

To control use of dormant oil 
spray plus Lorsban, Use 4 cup oil 
plus ‘4 teaspoon Lorsban per gallon 
of spray. 


SPURWEED CONTROL 


Remember how bad the spur- 
weeds were last year. That is the 
little sticky plant that looks like 
parsley that really gives those bare 
feet trouble out in April and May. 
Now is the time to do something 
about it. In April it is too late. 

According to John Everest, our 
weed expert, Purge will do a good 
job in controlling these spurweeds 
that are up. All of the spurweed seed 
may not be germinated yet. You will 
probably need to put several 
applications of this chemical on three 
weeks apart to gét an effective 
control, 


HOUSEPLANTS 


‘ Many of our houseplants suffer 
from a light deficiency during the 
winter. We bring our plants in from 


the outside or porch area into a very 
low light situation in a room, This 
causes the plant to react to this low 
light situation by growing spindly, 
dropping some leaves, or becoming 
unthrifty. 

Check the light requirements of 
your houseplants and make sure they 
are getting adequate light. The light 
could be from an open wimdow or 
supplied artificially by a plant light. 

By providing the proper lighting 
for your plants, they will look much 
better. 


TIME FOR ONIONS 


Onions are one of the earliest 
crops planted in the garden and a 
good way to start the 1984 season. 

Most garden centers and seed 
and plant stores offer ‘‘Vidalia 
Onion” transplants for sale. This is a 
mild sweet onion that has been 
grown commercially in the Vidalia, 
Georgia, area for many years. 

‘Texas Grano Five-O-Two"’ and 
**Granex 33"' are the varieties usual- 
ly used in this area. These have 
white flesh, yellow scales and 
usually range from semi-flat to flat in 
shape. 

hese onion varieties usually 
mature about two weeks earlier than 
most other varieties and have a fairly 
short storage life. It's best not to 
plant more of these than can be used 
in about 60 to 80 days because they 
are hard to keep from rotting when 
you store them. 


BURNING LAWNS 


To burn or not to burn is a 
question that many of you face each 
year. You see your neighbors 
burning and you think, ‘Well, 
should I burn?’’ 

The way I see it there are a lot of 
more disadvantages to burning than 
not burning. In burning you create a 
big mess. The ashes are tracked in 
on your carpet. Your pets get dirty. 
Your children's clothes get sooty. 
And there is always a danger of 
burning more than you want to when 
setting a fire. 

So my recommendation is not to 
burn, but to use a mechanical 
dethatcher to remove the built-up 
clippings from the past year.

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Two Methods Of 


Planting Trees 


Forest landowners have two 
methods of tree planting; by hand or 
with a machine. If the landowner has 
open areas to plant, machine 
planting is the most economical. In 
smaller areas where the terrain is 
very rough or where stumps or large 
hardwoods hinder machine planting, 
hand planting would be more 
efficient. 

There are three basic tools that 
are needed to hand plant pine trees. 
These tools are: (1) a dibble or 
planting bar, (2) a planting bag for 
carrying the seedlings, and (3) wire 
cutters to cut the steel strap around 
the seedling package. The dibble 
blade or planting bar is used to make 
a slot in the soil to place the pine 
seedling roots. The dibble blade or 
bare must be at least ten inches long. 
The planting bag is much more 
efficient than using a tray or bucket 
to carry the seedlings. One reason 
for this is the bag is easier for the 
worker to handle. It will hold about 
250 seedlings and has an adjustable 
strap plus a waist strap. 

There are different types of 
machine planters that can be used 
in the South. Generally, the heavier 
the layer of litter on the area to be 
planted, the heavier the planter will 
have to be to cut through the litter. 
The landowner needs to find a 
machine suited to their conditions. 

The protection of the seedlings 
during planting is very important. 
The seedlings must be covered and 
the roots kept moist at all times to 
insure good survival. 

When using a machine planter it 
is necessary to check the seedlings to 
see it they were properly planted. 
Some points to check (1) proper 
depth of the trench, (2) see if the 
packing wheels are tracking correctly 
and (3) closure of the trench by the 
packing wheels. If you are having 
trees planted by either method, by a 
yendor, check and see what kind of 
job the vendor is doing.

Fred Culver of Route 5, Elba, is 
one of the best small peanut 
producers in Coffee County. This 
past year Culver produced over 1% 
tons of peanuts per acre on about 10 
acres. He takes a lot of pride in 
growing high quality peanuts. 

For several years Culver has 
rotated his peanut fields, usually 
with peanuts following corn. He soil 
tests his fields each year to make 
sure that he has the right amount of 
phosphorus, potash, calcium and 
lime. 


STEM CANKER 


Soybean growers in Coffee 
County and in this area are greatly 
concerned about stem canker 
disease. This is a new soybean 
disease for this area which first 
showed up in Montgomery County in 
1977. Since then, it has spread to 
most of the southeastern counties 
and to northwest Florida. Yields in

some fields have been dramatically 
lowered. 

Stem canker is caused by a 
fungus. Intensive research is in 
progress throughout the south now 
to find a way to lessen the damage of 
this destructive disease. 

Mike Hines of New Brockton and 
I attended an update meeting on 
stem canker in Montgomery a few 
days ago. Just about every expert 
recommended rotation of soybeans. 
They emphasized the importance of 
not having soybeans on the same 
land for two years in a row. 

A lot of soybean farmers are 
afraid that this disease is going to be 
severe on the 1984 crop in the 
Wiregrass. At this point, our 
recommendation is to plant soybeans 
on new land and use the most 
resistant varieties available.

Mr. Nichols spoke to the F.H.A. members at their January 
meeting. 

Social problems dealing with drugs, alcohol, smoking and dating were 
topics of discussion at the meeting. Mr. Nichols said that 95 percent of the 
Mental Health Center’s resources is spent on treatment, and only two or 
three percent on prevention. The center is striving to accomplish more in 
prevention. ‘‘If you don’t do something about your problem early enough,’’ 
Mr. Nichols said, ‘‘it seems to get worse.’’ 

Peer pressure is common among teenagers today. Club members were 
informed that it is their decision - they have the right to say no. Mr. Nichols 
stated that people will earn respect from their friends by refusing alcohol, 
cigarettes and drugs. 

Mr. Nichols discussed the four classifications of drugs, all of which are 
harmful. The hallucinogens is one type of drug, of which LSD is the most 
common. Stimulants include cocaine, which is the most popular, and 
amphetamines, which are stimulants in diet pills. Tranquilizers are in the 
classification of depressant drugs. Narcotics include heroin, codeine and 
morphine, among others. : 

Cigarette smoking is a tremendous health problem. It is estimated that 
300,000 deaths each year are related to tobacco use. Smoking affects the 
heart, lungs, throat, esophagus, mouth and larynx.

At the present time Michael 
Hill and Darren Grant are reworking 
the magazine boxes in the research 
room by attaching new label holders. 
This should improve the appearance 
of the magazine storage area. 

Mrs. Lowery said that keeping 
books and materials in order is a 
daily job in the library. If most 
students were not conscientious in 
their efforts to help do this, it would 
be a much more difficult job. One of 
the major points that is emphasized 
when educating a library user is that 
the reason for concern and rules 
about the library is to provide the 
user with the most ease in its use. 

When selecting books or audio- 
visual materials for the library, Mrs. 
Lowery surveys the needs and
